August Gohl of 1914 South Thirteenth 
street was shot and killed on Ninth and 
Gratiot streets at 3 o’clock this morning. 

The police claim that he committed sui- 
cide. 

There is. evidence to support the theory 
that he was assassinated, with robbery as 
&@ motive. 

‘At about 3 o’clock this morning residents 


in the vicinity of Ninth and Gratiot streets 
a pistol-shot. 

Miss Maud Zalter of 811 South Ninth street 
Was too ill to sleep. A moment after the 
shot was fired she heard somebody loudly 
Ge She hastily awakened her father, 
Frank Iter, a car-repairer. He dressed 
himself and hurried across the street, where 
he found a man lying prostrate on the side- 
walk on the Ninth street side of James 

’s grocery, with his feet up near a 
gasoline tank and his head near the curb- 
stone. His head was all bloody and he was 
moaning feebly. 

Zalter got Groceryman Rossi out of bed, 
and the latter came down-stairs with a 
lamp. Together they examined the wounded 
man. They found that he had been shot 
through the right temple. He was lying on 

face, with his hat and a pistol tucked 
under him. A few feet away from him his 
pocket-book lay, open and empty. His pock- 
ets were also turned inside out. 

Zalter and Rossi notified Officers Byrne and 
Brank, of the Central District, and they

learned that the deceased was August Gohl 
of 1914 South Thirteenth street. 

._ Gohl was a fish merchant, 42 years old, 
He came here from St. Paul, Minn., last 
September with his wife and three small 
children and made his home at 1914 South 
Thirteenth street. 
throughout the 
ich he had shipped here from the North. 
Among his customers was a saloon-keeper 
in East St. Louis. This'saloon-keeper, who 
is also said to be a horse trader, owed Gohl 
a bill for fish. He promised to send Gohl 
the money yesterday, but failing to do so, 
Gohl decided to go over in person last even- 
ing and collect the bill. 
"fle left his home about 5 o’clock, telling 
his wife he did not expect to be home until 
late, as he was going to make quite a long 
trip. He took his pistol with him so he 
would not be held up on his return in case 
he got his money. 

Gohl’s whereabouts from the time he left 

home until. he met his death are so far un- 


nown. 
Mrs. Gohl is prostrated with grief over her 
husband’s untimely end. The neighbors are 
also terribly shocked. They all declare him 
to have been one of the best of husbands 
and to have always been exceedingly happy 
athome. They think that he was murdered 
for they can not imagine any motive tha 
could induce him to take his own life. 
There is strong evidence to support the 
theory of murder. His pocket-book was 
found lying two feet from his body and his 
kets were turned inside out. This theory 
also borne out by the statement of a col- 
ored woman, named Kate Emory, who lives 
at 921 Gratiot street. This woman, who is 
about 50 years old, came to the Coroner's of-. 
fice and stated that early this morning she 
Wwas aroused by angry voices across the

CURE FOR CANCER. 


French Scientists Use a Serum Takén 
From Dogs.

PARIS, May 4.—Doctors Reclus and Ter- 
rier announced at the last sitting of the 
French Academy of Science the discovery 
of a serum capable of curing cancers and

The system of cultivating the vaccine is 
the same as adopted by Dr. Roux for diph- 


theria serium. 

The patients are treated with serum ob- 
tained from e blood of dogs previously 
inoculated with a cancerous fluid.

During the regular session Lyman, as 
Chairman of the Railroad Committee, and 
second on Corporations Other than Rail- 
roads, and Harrison, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Corporations Other than 
Railroads, had held up and smothered bills 
affecting corporations until no action could 
be taken. Yet they were virtuously indig- 
nant yesterday at the idea of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations failing to report 
a bill in three days after it had been re- 
ceiver. 

The vote yesterday was a record-maker 
so far as the Democratic Little Four is 
concerned. It is only fair to say that Sen- 
ator Kennish and other Republican Sen- 
ators who are in favor of railroad legisla- 
tion voted for party advantage and that 
the combine cannot depend upon their 
votes when the issue comes squarely down 
between their party and their constitu- 
ents.

Swept Over the Northwest. 


FIFTY-TWO PEOPLE KILLED. 


Eleven Towns in Sioux County, Iowa, 
Badly Dismantled and Other 
Sections Also Visited.

SIOUX CITY, Ia., May 4—At least fifty- 
two people are believed to have been killed 
in the terrible cyclone that passed over this 
part of Iowa. Some persons estimate the 
death roll between 200 and 300, but it is not 
believed it will reach so high a figure. No 
one as yet can tell how great the loss of life 
is, or how extensive the damage until} re- 
ports from the outlying districts have been 
received, The telegraph wires in this section 
are all down and authentic information is 
hard to get. Three school houses are known 
to have been demolished, two teachers and 
several pupiis and nearly a score of others 
killed, and many buildings have been 
wrecked.

Gov. Johnson called at the jail during the 
evening and found his client in a very 
excited frame of mind.

CUTTING RATES. 
Proof of the Cairo Short Line Cutting 


in the Hands of the L. & N. Officials. 


The Cairo Short Line has been cutting 
freight rates rather indiscriminately, and

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THE STATE CONVENTION CALL. 


The State Central Committee cannot 
ignore the resolution of the caucus of 
Democratic legislators and State officers 
asking that a convention to take action 
on the money question be called without 
ignoring the wishes of nine-tenths of the 
Democrats of the State. 

No one can doubt that this resolution 
expresses the will of an overwhelming 
majority—of all except a small clique of 
bankers, Federal: office-holders and pat- 
ronage brokers—of the Democratic party. 
The evidence to this effect is irresistible. 

The State Central Committee is the 
agent of the party. Its sole function is to 
execute the will of the voters. It has 
no power outside of this function. Its 
duty, when the will of the party is man- 
ifested as it has been manifested in the 
matter of this’ convention, is to give 
effect to that will.

So completely is the. committee the 
creature of the party that the voters 
have the right and the power to set it 
aside and act independently of it at any 
time.

‘A FLAW IN THE LOGIC, 


Comptroller Eckels uttered a great 
truth in his speech at the Detroit Cham- 
ber of Commerce when he said, ‘‘The 
commercial world has with unvarying 
precision. drawn the true distinction 
which exists between the true value in 
the nation’s currency and the sign of 
value affixed to it, and standing upon 
that line of demarcation, it has been as 
indifferent to the laws of great nations 
as of small.”’ 

It is apparent to any intelligent man 
who reads this axiom that Mr. Eckels 
reasons falsely when he says it follows 
that every country must adapt its cur- 
rency to the demands of international 
commerce or to the wishes of other na- 
tions. If “commerce is indifferent to the 


it follows that the money of any country 
and its currency laws have little or no 
effect on its international trade. 

As a matter of fact international trade 
is not carried on in the currencies of 
trading nations, but is pure barter on 
a@ commodity basis. When money metal 
ig used in the settlement of balances it 
is measured by weight and goes for its 
‘market value and not by the coin value 
stamped on its face. It is used only 
when it is the cheapest medium of ex- 
change; that is to say, when the rate 
of export ds-less than the rate of ex- 
change. To have a metal money with a 
fixed value at the mints of the trading 
nations merely simplifies the exchange, 
but offers no real advantage to either. 

Mr. Eckels,- therefore, promulgates a 
fallacy, proved so by his own axiom 
and by experience, when he says no na-. 
tion can be independent in the matter 
of currency. The United States, England, 
Germany and other gold standard coun- 
tries trade to mutual advantage with 
countries having every form. of currency 
from gold to inconvertible paper. Mex-

RAILROAD PROPERTY IN MISSOURI. 


The report of the State Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners for 
1893 contains a statement that “in the 
opinion of the Board the cost of railroad 
properties in Missouri may be fairly 
estimated at $45,000 per mile, as an aver- 
age, including terminal properties, build- 
ings and equipment,” and that “on this 
basis the cost of the railroads of Mis- 
souri for 1892 would be $288,130,000.”’ 

The State Board of Equalization last 
year estimated the value of Missouri 
railroad property for taxable purposes at 
$66,865,411.51, being just $222,314,589 less 
than the value placed upon it by the 
Railroad Commissioners. 

In other words, the. Railroad Commis- 
sioners, from reports made to that depart- 
ment by the railroads themselves, valued 
the railroad properties at $45,000 a mile, 
while the Board of Equalization assessed 
these properties at $10,755 a mile, or less 
than 23 per cent of their actual value. 
Including roadbed, superstructure, roll- 
ing stock, buildings on right of way and 
bridges, the total assessment was only 
$69,365,000, or $11,157 a mile, or 25 per cent 


of their actual value. . 

Does Gov. Stone or any other member 
of the State Board of Equalization, or 
any farmer, merchant or other property 
owner consider 25 per cent a fair assess- 
ment of the railroad property of this 
Btate? ; 

Is it fair as compared with the valua- 
tion of other property—which the Gov- 
ernor himself says ig ‘‘assessed at about 
one-third its actual value.” 

The law declares that all property 
shall be assessed at its actual money 
value. Why, then, should the railroads 
escape at one-fourth or 25 per cent? 

Moreover it is known that the railroad 
earnings in this State amount to 11 per 
cent on their assessed valuation. Do the 
farmers make 11 per cent on their invest- 
ments in land and labor? Do the stock. 
men, the fruit raisers, the cattle herders 
make 11 per cent?

MONROE DOCTRINE PAMPHLET. 


The Administration’s Way of Defend- 
ing Itself. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch.  ~ 

ASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—The State 
‘Department has ascertained that there is a 
great deal of interest in the United States 
in the Monroe doctrine. 


The administration was sharply criticised, 
and the newspapers, as well as the legisla- 
tures of many States, declared that the 
Monroe doctrine had been filled with holes, 
flouted, and allowed: to be utterly disre- 
joe without protest from the United 


Even this did not bring out any explana- 
tion of just what the Government had done 
or why it believed the Monroe doctrine did 
not apply in the case of the British landing 
at Corinto, The criticism led to the adop- 
tion of a peculiar method of throwing light 
upon the situation as viewed by the admin- 
istration and the reasons why it pursued 
the licy of non-intervention. It was. de- 
cid to print extracts from the Monroe 
doctrine for public distribution, so that the 

ple might see that the principles there 
aid down do not apply when a European 
rom 
a sovereign American Republic in a man- 
ner which contemplates no seizure of terrt- 
tory andjnothing except the settlement of 
the claim, The extracts were printed on 
three pages of a folder, without comment. 

The pamphlet bore the heading: 

“Extracts from the Seventh Annual Mes- 
sage of James Monroe, President of the 
United States, Dated December 2, 1823. State 
papers, first session Eighteenth Congress.” 

ere was a great deal of President Mon- 
roe’s message given, but not one word ex- 
laining that its spirit had not been vio- 
ated by allowing a European power to 
land forces on the shores of one of the Re- 
ublics to collect an indemnity. The pub- 
ication has been appreciated. As soon as it 
became known that the State Department 
had the Monroe doctrine printed, there was

MOSQUITO RESERVATION. 


Nicaragua Has Now Incorporated It 
as a State. 


. WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—The Nic- 
araguan Government has recently done 
away with the Mosquito reservation, which 
has been the cause of much recent trouble, 
and has incorporated it asa State of Nic- 
aragua, with the name of the Department 
of Zelaya, named after the President: of 
the republic. This action. has been offi- 
ecilally communicated to the State Depart- 
ment. The significance of the movement 
has attracted little attention, but it is 
stated by officials that it involves greater 
considerations than the armed occupation 
of Corinto. Officials are turning their at- 
tention to what Great Britain will do to- 
ward Nicaragua's course in creating the 
new State, and thus indirectly terminating 
all British authority or influence in the 
old Mosquito country. Earl Kimberly has 
already given notice to Nicaragua _ that 
this new ugestion will receive the ‘kindly 
consideration’ @ her Majesty's Govern- 
ment after the three demands of the ulti- 
matum are settied. 

The new State extends along almost the 
entire Atlantic coast line of Nicaragua. 
The southerly portion is near Greytown, 
the eastern terminus oif the Nicaraguan 
canal, and this fact has given the country 
its chief importance. Now that it is a 
Nicaraguan te, Consul Hatch will have 
the eastern terminus of the Nicaraguan 
Government, and not to the Mosquito auth- 
orities. The return of Hatch was one of 
the terms insisted on by Great Britain.

TRIBUTES. TO MRS, MINOR 


The First Resolution in Favor of 
Woman Suffrage Was Passed in 
a Missouri Convention. 


The convention of the Missouri Equal Suf- 
frage Association opened at the Second Bap- 
tist Church at 10 o’clock on Saturday 7 
ing. There was only a small attendance. 
number of the delegates to the W. C. T. U. 
Congress were present. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony, president of the 


National Woman’s Suffrage Association, 
presided. Rev. Anna Shaw of Chicago, vice- 
president of the national body, sat upon the 
rostrum, at Miss Anthony’s right. In call- 
ing the convention.to order, the president 
stated that the object of the “prada was 
to reorganize and infuse new life into the as- 
ssoctation. 

She paid a high tribute to Mrs. Virginia 
Minor, the ‘founder, .and for many years 
president of the Missouri organization. After 
the death of Mrs. Minor, rs. Hedges be- 
came president, but the association had lan- 
guished and almost gone to pieces. The 
object of the convention is to reorganize 
their forces in the State and make it an 
active and progressive body once more. 

Nothing of importance was done at the 
morning session. The time was taken up 
with speeches by Miss Anthony, Miss Shaw, 
Mrs. Minor Meriwether and others. 

As a preliminary step to organization, 
a committee, consisting of Mesdames Meri- 
wether, F. H. Ingalls, Clara C. Hoffman, J. 
H. Allen, Slearholtz, C. P. Wallace,’ Judge 
Terry and Goldway, Miss Carrie Lee Carter 
and Rev. Frances Jenkins, was selected to 
place in nomination officers toebe voted on 
at the afternoon session. 

Every woman present was invited to sign 
the membership list and become an active 
worker. The meeting adjourned at noon 
until 2 o’clock, when the active work of 
reorganization began. Indications point to 
a far stronger association from the stand- 
point of membership than the old body. 
Mrs. Hedges, the State President, was un- 
able to be present. 

In her eulogy of the dead President and 
founder of the organization, Miss Anthony 
said the first resolution in favor of woman 
suffrage ever devised was written by Mr. 
and Mrs. Francis Minor in May, 1869, in 
St. Louis. It was introduced and passed 
by a State convention which was also held 
in this city in, October of the same year. 
The resolution led to an effort to secure 
suffrage for women in Washington that 
year. Mrs. Minor visited the national cap- 
ital for that purpose. The matter was 
tested in the courts and the women were 
refused the franchise. The speaker said 
women did not expect to get justice from a 
court composed of men, acting under men- 
made laws, for men. 

Miss Anthony then detailed the fight that 
has been waged for the right to vote. In 
1872 in Rochester, N. Y., she went to the 
polls and voted. Fifteen women were in the 
party and each cast a ballot. A few days 
later they were arrested by process of 
United States law. They were charged with 
casting illegal ballots. Miss Anthony made 
her captor pay her car fare on the trip to 
the United States Commissioner's office. 
She stuhbornly resisted every move so far 
as she could by law and the case dragged 
wearily on. 

When the case was set fdr trial, she 
stumped the county for the purpose of in- 
forming the people what the constitution 
provides—particularly the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments, on which she based 
her claim to a right to vote. During her 
canvass the United States District Attor- 
ney notified her she would have to desist, 
as she was trying her case out of court and 
prejudicing the jurors. Spe only. laughed at 
this. She said it was ridiculous to think she 
could prejudice a jury by telling them 
what the Constitution provides. 

True to his threat he took a change of 
venue and the case had to be tried in On- 
tario County. Then she took the Post-office 
directory and notified every Postmaster in 
the county she would speak in his city, 
town or village on a certain date. She 
kept her appointments. The progress of the 
trial was followed in detail until the court 
imposed a fine of . She informed the 
Judge she owed probably $10,000 and in- 
tended to pay every cent of it, but would 
never pay a single penny of a fine unjustly 
imposed. She has not paid the fine to this 
day and she has never been called to ac- 
count for it. 

One of the brightest woman orators ever 
heard in St. Louis is Rev. Miss Anna Shaw. 
She sailed into the suffrage fight in Kansas 
hammer and ona and her arguments had 
a telling effect. She told of the sell-out of 
the Republican party to the liquor interests 
for 4,000 votes, which sounded the death 
knell of prohibition in the State. Prohibi- 
tion was not thrown aside because it had 
not proven a success, but to catch 40,000 
liquor votes. Gov. Morrill came in for his 
share of the scorching. She charged him 
with ge the State morally to redeem 
it financially. The promises which Gov. 
Morrill made were recited and the manner 
in which he broke them was not forgotten. 
“Tt seems men never will get any sense,” 
was the clear-cut deduction she reached 
from a review of the facts. They believed 
Gov. Morrill once and he went back on 
them. And they will believe him next year 
and the next year, and so on year by 
year. 

The speaker went into what she termed 
the silly assertions of what would result 
from granting woman suffrage. The pre- 
dicted neglect of the home and of children 
was taken up. “There isn’t better care 
taken of children than those of woman suf- 
fragists. The best housekeepers on earth are 
woman suffragists. I wish there would not 
be a child born in the United States until 
the Government fs rid of the bad laws which 
permit such inequality to exist. These were 
some of the strong expressions which she 
used in passing. 

The actual time that a Wyoming woman 
was detained from the bosom of her family 
by going out to yote, and the dreadful things 
that might have resulted, were wittily told. 
The woman was gone twermty minutes, and 
the baby wouldn't even wake up, and the 
bread didn’t burn. From th» the speaker 
inferred that it was the best vread that the 
lady had ever baked. At least, if it hadn’t 
been, the newspapers everywhere would 
have been full of the story of the dire re- 
sults of women deserting their homes and 
firesides to vote, and she had never heard a 
word said about it. 

Mrs. Minor Meriwether, formerly of Mem- 
phis, Tenn,, detailed her experiences in en- 
deavoring to vote in the Sou'@ as early ag 
1871. She voted, and- was accompanied to the 
polls by three real, live Colonels, who had 
fought on the Confederate side.
